unto them as neede may require, and experience for thefe 
many yeares fhew, that though they have fo fubje&ted them=~ 
-felves, yet the onely benefit they have is protection : as for 
hearing and determining’ their caufes, the difference of lan- 
guage,and-paucitie of laterpreters prohibits, and if their cau- 
fes come, they be fo longfome, and yet of {mall importance, - 
that it is of neceflitie, that either they muft have no govern- 
ment, as hitherto it hath been, or elfe they muft have ic among 
themfelves.

then} whereweemight Hope for more and better encouraze- 
ment; as touching our Communion, if.God fo pleated: bue 
were difiwaded-by divers-our- honoured Friends, both by their

memory was ftronger,& when all known rules ofArtare help. 
full to faften (uch notions in the minde of the learner ; but al- 
fo the Indrarts tounderftand mee fully (as they acknowledge ) 
fo farre as I have gone. I am conftrained by many ambages and

obfervations. 1. God hath brought fome of them to a {ence 
of their finnes, anda feare of his juftice.

Some few dayes after, I defived Mr 
Eliot briefely to write mee the fiibftance of the Indjans Exercife, -— 
which when he went thither againe, namely, to Naticke;where 
the Indians dwell, and where the Indian taught, he read what 
he remembred of it firft to their Schoole-Mafter, who is an In- 
_ dian and teacheth them and their Children to write, and] faw 
_him write alfo in Eniglifo, who doth it trueand very legible, 
and asked him if it were right, and he faid yea, alfo he read it 
unto others, and to the man himfelfe, who alfo owned it, 
To tell you of their induftry and ingenuitie in building of an 
houfe after the Englifa manner, the hewing» and fquaring 
of their tymber, the fawing of the boards themfelves:,: and 
making of a Chimney in it, making of their ground{ells and — 
wall- plates, and mortiting, and letting in the ftadds into them 
artificially, there being but one Englifo-man a Carpenterto 
thew them , being but two dayes with them, is remarkeable. 
“They have alfo buile a Fort there with halfe trees clefe about 
_ ‘eight or ten laches over, about ten or twelve foote high, befides 
What is intrencht in the ground, which is above a quarter of 
‘an acre of ground, as judge. They have-alfo buile a foote 
bridge over Charles River 5 with Groundfélls and Spurres'to

Some of them have learnt to mow Grafie very well, 
Thali no further trouble you with any more relation at this 
time concerning them: But a wordortwo further with your 
atiencé concerning other Indians. The worke of God amongft 
the Indians.at. Martins Vineyard, is very hopefull and profperous 3 
alfo. I mift of Mt Maybew their Teacher, who was lately at 
Bofton, and therefore cannot give-you a particular account 
thereof at this prefent time ; yet ] cannot but acquaint you 
what other motions there are touching other Indians. There 
came to us upon the 20th of this inftanc Moneth, at the gene. 
rall Court one Pummakummin Sachem of Lunnubbigge,dwelling 
amongft or neere to the Narraganfets, who offered himfelfe and 
his Men to worfhip God, and defired that fome Englifh may.

in the Juri(dittion of the Maffachujets 5 and Mr Makew, who for 
agood while hath taken paines amongft the Indians at an IWand 
called Martins Vineyard 5 but of late alfo Mr Leveridge in the 
Jurifdi&ion of Plymouth » and Mt Blynman , who lives now in 
‘a new Plantation in the Pequotts Countrey. As for the fuc- 
cefle of the preaching of the Gofpel unto the Natives, I have 
heard. Mr Eliot affirme, that he is fo well perfwaded of the > 
Worke of grace in fome of them, as that he could comforta- 
bly joyne in Church-fellowfhip with them : Mr Mabew alfo 
( who came to fee meea little before my coming from thence.) 
told me that afcer Mr Wbitfeilds coming thence ( for he had 
been upon that Iland, as he came to the Bay, and was prefent 
-alfo with MtMabew amongft the Indians) there were neer upon 
one hundred (1 think he faid Ninety and odd ) perfons of them 
more who came in to heare him preach unto them , and fome : 
Pawawsalfo, and one of fome Eminency amongft chem, who 
did acknowledge his Evill in fuch doings , and madea Decla- 
ration of the manner how he came at the firft to be a Pawaw, 
the which alfo Mt Mabew did relate unto mee. Sir, that there 
- ¥6 {uch a work in hand in New- England as the preaching of the 
Gofpel unto the Natives there,all the Magiftrates and Minifters
